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ELBA TIGERS CLOSE 
SEASON WITH BRIL- 
LIANT 12 TO 0 WIN 


The Elba Tigers closed the 1981 
football season in a blaze of glory 
by defeating the strong Geneva 
team by a score of 12 to 0 on 
Thanksgiving Day on Elba Field. 

The day was almost ideal from 
a spectator’s point of view and the 
largest crowd of the season was 
on hand to enjoy one of the hard- 
est fought and best played games 
that has ever been seen on the lo- 
cal field. The visitors were a hus- 
ky lot of football warriors and 
they fought every foot of the way 
and it was only by exhibiting a 
sterling brand of football and tak- 
ing advantage of every break that 
the Tigers were able to overcome 
their worthy opponents. 

The teams were quite evenly 
matched in straight football, but 
the locals turned loose an assort- 
ment of trick plays that kept the 
visitors bewildered at critical times. 
The tremendous tackling, blocking 
and line plunging of Elba’s All- 
Southeastern back, Felton Hall, 
ably assisted by a forward wall 
that gave him wonderful support, 
thrilled the crowd from start to 
finish. 

John Will Reddoch was back in 
the form that made him one of 
the most feared ball carriers in this 
section last year. He made good 
gains nearly every time he took 
the ball. He has heen suffering 
with an injured shoulder most of 
the present season, which has been 
a severe handicap to the team. 

Maddox played a great all 
around game. His punting was long 
and sure and he made a number 
of fine runs for nice gains, Ellis 
closed his football career with the 
local school with a game of which 
he may well be proud. Joe Mor- 
row played his regular game, which 
is the same as saying it was Al. 
Time after time he broke through 
and nailed the runner for losses. 
On numerous occasions he ran 
down under punts and nailed the 
runner in his tracks. Fighting Joe 
just can’t be left off any All-South- 
eastern selection, for his playing 
has been a feature of every game 
the Tigers have played this season. 

Captain Foy Hudson was _ the 
Hudson of old.. He was in there, 
side-stepping and forcing his way 
through the opposing line on near- 
ly every play, blocking, tackling 
and doing everything that a super- 
center should do. When he broke 
through and blocked a punt on Ge- 
neva’s 8-yard line, grabbed the ball 
and carried it across the line for 
a touchdown in the final period, he 
put the finishing touch to an al- 
ready fine day’s performance. 

The line play of Michel, Chap- 
man, Brunson, IE. Reddoch and 
Hayes would have been hard to 
improve upon. When Hayes ran 
around his own right end, behind 
wonderful interference, and scam- 
pered 26 yards for the first touch- 
down in the first quarter, the crowd 
cheered lustily and a thrill of con- 
fidence went through them, that it 
was to be a great day for Elba 
football fans. Both of Elba’s tries 
for the extra points failed, but as 
they were not necessary, no fault 
was found at that point. 

The officials gave unusual satis- 
faction, the game being remark- 
ably free from wrangling or dis- 
sension. Graham Fountain acted 
as referee, Cecil Prescott as um- 
pire, Walter Whitman, Jr., as head 
linesman. All did a fine job. 

The Tigers held a slight edge 
over the Geneva team in every de- 
partment except passing. Geneva 
completed one pass for 22 yards! 
to none completed for Elba. How- 
ever, the locals evened matters 
somewhat in this respect when 
Maddox intercepted one of Gene- 
va’s heaves in the final quarter and 
broke up what might have been a 
drive for the visitors. 

Elba gained 182 yards from 
scrimmage to 145 for Geneva, Elba 
led in first downs, 9 to 6.

Geneva County Youth Is 
Fatally Shot; Two Held 

GENEVA, Ala, Nov. 28.—lIu- 
neral was to be held today for 
Adolph Crutchfield, 18, farmer of 
near Geneva, who is alleged to have 
been shot and fatally wounded yes- 
terday by Clyde Dickson, 20, also 
a farmer living near Geneva, Clyde 
Dickson and his brother, Harold, 
23, are both being held in the Ge- 
neva County jail and face first de- 
gree murder charges. Crutehfield 
was said to have been shot once 
with a pistol, 

The fatal shooting took place 
about three miles east of Geneva 
near the Spring Creek bridge, on 
the Geneva and Bonifay road. 
Crutehfield lived long enough after 
the shooting to tell who shot him, 
Sheriff J, A. Driver of Geneva 
County said today, 

Crutchfield and a man named 
Pridgen were riding to Geneva on 
a wagon loaded with wood when 
the two Dickson men ordered them 
to halt, according to Pridgen, Prid- 
gen is then reported to have told 
them to come to the bottom of the 
hill as he could not stop his wagon 
on the slope of the hill. 

When the men reached the bot- 
tom of the hill, Harold struck 
Crutchfield and when the latter 
threw a stick at his assailant, the 
younger Dickson shot Crutchfield, 
Sheriff Driver quoted Pridgen as 
saying. After he was shot Crutch- 
field is said to have asked to be 
taken to the home of his sister 
nearby. 

The shooting was reported to 
have grown out of ill feeling of 
about three years standing, accord- 
ing to Sheriff Driver. 

The two Dickson young men will 
probably waive action of the grand 
jury, the Geneva County sheriff 
said. The pistol, which is said to 
haye been the weapon used in the 
death of Crutchfield, is being held 
as evidence by the Geneva County 
officers, according to the sheriff. 

Crutchfield is survived by his 
widow and a 10-day-old daughter.

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I want to say a few things about 
saving seed. I fear that most of 
us do not give the proper consid- 
eration to selecting our planting 
seed. In my opinion, there is noth- 
ing of more importance to the far- 
mer than the proper selection of 
his seed. We have many farmers 
who never give this matter much 
serious attention and in my opinion 
We are paying for our carelessness. 
I want to tell you about a .few 
things that have been done, and un- 
less you have made the test your- 
self you hardly have the right to 
dispute what another has learned 
by actual experience, Most of us 
are ready to dispute something but 
we are not willing to go to the 
trouble to make the test in order 
that the question may be settled. 

* ORR 

Did you ever select your water- 
melon seed with great care? I be- 
lieve that Mr. Charlie Rowe, who 
lives across the river from New 
Brockton, is the champion water- 
melon grower of Coffee County. 
Mr. Rowe makes fine melons every 
year and he has a few simple rules 
that he always follows, the chief 
of these concerning the selection 
of seed. He never saves a seed 
that grows near the blossom end 
of the melon, Mr, Rowe says that 
he can take any variety of melon 
and improve them so he will be 
getting fine melons in three or four 
years. Most all his melons weigh 
up to about 50 pounds. He has 
made them that weighed us high as 
105 pounds, A 50-pound melon is 
tot considered a large melon in his 
patch. Mr. Rowe says that he can- 
not get the fine melons unless he 


selects his seed and selects themjto. Sugar cane should grow from 


from the middle of the melon. How 
much have you and I lost by not 
having god melon seeds? 
OR ORR 

I once knew of a man who se- 
lecteu his seed potatoes for a num- 
ber of years and he finally grew a 
potato almost exactly like his seed. 
He selected an oval shaped potato 
of medium size and in about five 
years all his potatoes were of this 
shape and most of them were the 
same size. He sold his potatoes at 
a faney price and his seed were 
sold throughout the country. Yet, 
we often hear some smarty say that 
he will just save the strings for 
seed. The thing to do is to plant 
exactly what you wish to harvest. 
Do not allow some guy who nev- 
er made a hundred bushels of po- 
tatoes in his life on an acre of 
ground to tell you what to do. You 
should have selected your seed 
when you dug your potatoes, but 
if you did not. then T snggest that 
you begin now and try to save ev- 
ery potato that is the size and the 
shape you wish to grow, Just put 
them aside and use them for seed 
next spring. If you will put them 
back in the hill immediately they 
will keep all right. How many po- 
tatoes do you make to the acre?

I believe you 
can double your yield of potatoes 
by proper seed selection. Please 
do not forget that IT contend that 
the sweet potato is the most useful 
crop grown in this section,

We have the same proposition 
about our sugar cane, Most of us 
have saved the runty stalks until 
we cannot grow anything but runty 
cane. You aften hear some one 
say that his cane has about run 
out, and that is about the truth, 
except he should say that he has 
about run his cane out. Many, 
many years ago all of our cane 
was small, and it took years and 
years of time to build it up to our 
present standard. The way they 
built it up was by proper seed se- 
lection. The same thing is true 
of chickens. The way they grow 
bantum chickens is to take  the| 
smallest chickens in the flock and 
then do the same thing-over and 
over until they have the genuine 
bantum chicken. You can do this 
yourself if you will take a few 
years to do it in. Yet, we have 
a few smarties over the country 
who tell us they had rather have 
the small stunted cane for seed. 
This thing has been practired until 
it has about put us out of the 
Sugar cane business. If we do not | 
quit bedding the small cane we} 
will eventually destroy the entire 
crop, I say the proper thing to do 
is to select exactly what you wish 


If we will all do that we can soon} 
be growing cane just like we used 


six to eight feet tall, and it will 
do that if you select good seed 
and work it properly.

I could go on and tell you about 
velvet beans, corn and other things, 
but it all comes back to the same 
old rule, and that is: ‘Be sure 
to plant exactly what you wish to 
gather.”

How much commercial fertilizer 
do you expect to buy next year? 
Can you guess how much I expect 
to buy?

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec, 1.— 
Senator John fi. Bankhead, run- 
ning on the Democratic ticket, de- 
feated Senator J. Thomas Heflin, 
seeking re-election on an independ- 
ent ticket after 80 years in office 
as a Democrat, by a majority of 
approximately 50,000 in Novem- 
ber, 1930. 

Immediately after the election, 
former Senator Heflin issued a 
statement declaring the election 
fraught with irregularities and 
claimed that he had been elected 
by 100,000 majority and served 
notice that he would file a contest. 
He termed the election a “colossal 
piece of ballot thievery.” 

Party regularity was the princi- 
pal issue at stake, as the former 
senator had been excluded from 
the Demacratie primary under an 
eligibility rule established by the 
state Democratic executive com- 
mittee. 

Under this rule no person who 
had “failed to support’’ the party’s 
ticket in the 1928 presidential cam- 
paign could become a candidate for 
state or federal office, but could

Cotton States Want Fifty 
Per Ct. Acreage Reduct’n 


Righty official delegates from 10 


cotton states met in a South-wide | 


cotton conference at Jackson, 
Miss., November 23, and adopted 
a resolution calling for South-wide 
passage of uniform laws embody- 
ine a 50 per cent reduction of cot 
ton acreage for 1982 and 1933 in 
order to increase the present price 


of cotton and restore prosperity to | 


the South, 

States 
Alabama, Arkansas, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Missouri, North Carolina, Oklaho 
ma, South Carolina, Tennessee and 
Texas, while messages of coopera 


tion were received from Arizona, 
Florida and New Mexico, 
Alabama’s delegation unani 


mously approved the plan and up- 
on returning to the state, along 
with the Texas delegation, placed 
the proposition before Gov, Miller 
and urged that he eall the legisla- 
ture to consider laws reducing cot- 
ton acreage. Gov. Miller did not 
answer either in the negative or 
the affirmative but took the whole 
matte® under consideration to re- 
port later. 

It is reported that Alabama is 
the key state and that its failure 
to accept the plan is likely to block 
the whole South-wide movement. 
The laws will not be effective un- 
less adopted in the states produc- 
ing not less than 75 per cent of 
the cotton crop of the entire South. 
The acceptance of the plan would 
mean a reduction of only 25 per 
cent in Alabama compared with 50 
per cent reduction in acreage in 
the states west of the Mississippi 

Texas, Arkansas, and Mississippi 
have passed laws limiting cotton 
acreage to 30 per cent of the till- 
able land of these states. This 
means a 50 per cent reduction in 
those states if other states will pass 
similar laws. Louisiana and South 
Carolina have voted the Long plan 
and declare that they will change 
the law in favor of the 50 per cent 
reduction plan.

Found Hanging In Barn

Mr. Stringer this morning start- 
ed to take his automobile out of 
the barn, which is only a short dis- 
tance from the home, to drive to 
Gordon to inquire about the boy’s 
disappearance, When he found the 
machine did not have any gasoline 
he started to a filling station near- 
by to obtain some fuel. While he 
was gone, his grandson, Donald 
Stringer, 8, walked into the barn 
near *the stalled machine and 
looking through a crack in the wall 
of the barn saw some one inside. 
He then called his father, Hzell 
Stringer, and the boy was quoted 
as saying, ‘‘Let’s see who is in- 
side.’

Heflin Charges Unheeded ' 
The fact that Senator Bankhead 

was sworn in without objection, 
however, demonstrates clearly that 
few members of the Senate have 
been impressed by the personal re- 
ports submitted by Senator Hast- 
ings in which he has enumerated 
a considerable total of technical 
irregularities, or that many of them 
have paid serious attention to the 
repeated charges made by Tom 
Heflin. 

The hearing, in the form of ar- 
guments by attorneys, came to a 
close before the Senate sub-com- 
mittee only 15 minutes before the 
Senate met at noon Monday. Hef- 
lin made a fiery 10-minute speech 
in which he charged again that he 
could prove there had been “more 
kinds of fraud in that election than: 
T have ever known in any state,” 
and that he was confident he had 
been elected. 

He begged the sub-commit- ~ 
tee to summon witnesses to 
substantiate a charge he hurl- 
ed that Bankhead had expend- 
ed ‘$100,000 to $200,000 in 
the two campaigns.” 

Senator Bankhead, who was in- 
vited to reply to Heflin, told the 
sub-committee members he did not} 
desire to take any of Lheir time at 
that late hour of the day “to re- 
ply to a speech of that kind.” 

Judge R. B. Evins of Birming- 
ham, attorney for Senator Bank- 
head, Monday morning summed up 
the case for his client in a masterly 
analysis of the law and the facts 
as developed thus far during the 
proceedings and in the opinion of 
most of the observers destroyed 
every point that has been raised by 
Tom Heflin or in the report sub- 
mitted the sub-committee by Sen- 
ator Hastings. 

Evins Defends People’s Choice 

The object of an election is fair- 
ly to determine the will of the 
voters and Judge Evins analyzed 
the recount, the failure of county 
managers for the Heflin ticket to 
inform the committee of any fraud 
reported by their watchers, and 
quoted the Alabama law to show 
that this result had been obtained 
in the Alabama election of 1930. 

Technical irregularities on the 
part of election officers cannot in- 
validate a legal ballot, Evins as- 
serted, quoting decisions by the 
Alabama Supreme Court to sustain 
the point. None of the so-called 
irregularities indicate fraud, Judge 
Evins said, proving this by the fact 
they existed in the same measure 
in all parts of the State and that 
if they made any difference in the 
result Bankhead did not profit by it. 

The Hastings sub-committee will 
meet Tuesday or Wednesday to de- 
termine its future course.

BY DEMOCRATS AS 
CONGRESS MEETS 


WASHINGTON, Dee, 7.—The 
Nation’s new Congress convened 
today in a calm, quiet manner that 
belied under-surface tension and 
the strife-filled issues awaiting con- 
sideration. 

The House went into the hands 
of the Democrats. Joyful “rebel” 
yells greeted the smiling veteran 
of the Party, Garner, of Texas as 
he aseended the speaker’s rostrum, 
last held by a Democrat 12 years 
apo. 

Republicans clung to their fin- 
ger-hold in the Senate. It went 
through the brief routine of swear- 
ing in new members in a formal 
35-minute session, Its organiza- 
tion problem will be settled tomor- 
row, A dispute is impending on| 
the reelection of George Moses of 
New Hampshire as president pro 
tem, The Republican lead in the 
Senate is temporarily four, owing 
to the absence of three Democratic 
members, 

To this divided and _ politically} 
hostile Congress, President Hoover 
tomorrow will submit his legisla- 
tive recommendations and a report 
on the state of the Union, 

The dominant economic prob- 
lems facing the 72nd Congress met 
with an unemployment demonstra- 
tion on the Capitol plaza. Repre-| 
sentatives of the organized march-| 
ers were halted by police at the 
doors of the Senate Chamber. 

With tomorrow’s reading of the 
presidential message, the Congress 
will plunge into its task of de- 
Vising a way to speed American 
prosperity. That is the keynote. 

Assuming congressional authori- 
ty for the first time in a dozen 
years, Democratic leaders are mov- 
ing cautiously but unitedly, There 
will be no coalition. There will 
be no polities, for it is the dawn 
of a presidential year, But on the 
vital steps for national recovery 
there is promise of prompt, non- 
partisan action, 

In keeping with the spirit of 
this Congress elected a year ago 
in the depths of economic adver- 
sity, the membership went about 
its business today in informal at- 
tire, for the most part, and in som- 
bre attitude. , 

Senators Crowd Galleries 

Spectators thronged the galleries 
with women predominating, Hager 
members of the families of more 
than 100 new members were there. 
It was the House, however, which 
stole the show. ‘The roll call giv- 
ing the Democrats the speakership 
and control was greeted with ap- 
plause and cheering. 

The gray-hairea, 
Garner took over the Speaker’s 
gavel, last wielded by his close 
friend but political foe, the late 
Nicholas Longworth of Ohio, wear- 
ing a business suit of brown, He 
left his new formal cutaway coat 
at home, 

He was handed the guvel by the 
defeated Republican candidate, 
Snell, of New York, with the lat- 
ter’s praise and prediction of a 
successful reign. Then the House 
proceeded to install new Democrat- 
ic officers up and down the line. 

Things were more formal in the 
Senate, under Vice-President Cur- 
tis, dressed in morning clothes, 
banged the opening gavel in his 
customary vigorous way. Only four 
members—all Democrats—were 
absent. 

Bankhead Assumes Office 


Swearing in of new members was 
interrupted momentarily by the 
tall, deliberate Shortridge, of Cali- 
fornia, who is chairman of the elec- 
tions committee, notified the Sen- 
ate of contests against Bankhead 
of Alabama and Bailey of North 
Carolina, both Democrats, They 
then received the oath. 

The familiar figure of the while 
vested “Tom’’ Heflin, who is con- 
testing his defeat by Bankhead, 
was there, sitting again with his 
colleagues. 

If there is any bitterness in the 
fight of the Western Republican in- 
dependents against reelection as 
president pro tem of the man who 
called them the ‘sons of the wild 
jackass’—George Moses—it was- 
n’t evident on the floor. 

Smiling and genial, Moses greet- 
ed friend and foe alike. There was 
many a laugh as he exchanged 
greetings with his colleagues, Mos- 
es himself would say nothing ex- 
cept that “like Will Rogers, all I 
know is what I read in the news- 
papers.” 

Republicans In House Bolt 

This Republican schism in the 
Senate appeared in the House, too, 
where five members voted for 
Schneider of Wisconsin for speaker 
against the Republican nominee, 
Snell. 

In contrast, Democrats are 
starting with united ranks. 
They established a _ record 
when every one of 219 mem- 
bers of the House voted today 
on the opening roll call. Gar- 
ner received the full 218 votes 
of his party for speaker, He 
voted present. 

The appearance in the Senate of 
its first woman member serving a 
regular term—Mrs. Caraway of 
Arkansas—was delayed to the last 
minute. She preferred to await 
the formal recognition taken by 
the Senate of the death of her Sen- 
ator husband, Thaddeus Caraway, 
before taking her place.

HOOVER CONFERS 
WITH STEAGALL 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Presi. 
dent Hoover today immediately ree- 
ognized Democratic control of the 
House by inviting Representative 
Steagall of Alabama, prospective 
chairman of the banking commit- 
tee, to discuss expansion of the 
Federal farm loan banks. 

Steagall introduced a bill in the 
last Congress to raise the capital- 
ization of the banks by $60,000,- 
000. In his recent bipartisan con- 
ference with legislators, Mr. Hoo- 
ver recommended the measure for 
enactment to relieve the farmers 
who are in danger of losing their 
property.
